MUSICOLOGY 


Both the M.A. and the Ph.D. programs offer 
instruction in all areas of historical musicology. 
While ethnomusicology is not an independent 
course of study, instruction is offered at the 
graduate level, and Ph.D. candidates may 
choose to specialize in some aspect of non- 
Western music. In addition, area studies may be 
done outside the department, notably in the De- 
partment of East Asian Studies. Interdisciplin- 
ary studies are likewise possible in the Centre 
for Medieval Studies and the Centre for the 
Study of Drama. 

Three full courses and a three-part com- 
prehensive examination are required to com- 
plete the one-year M.A. program. All candidates 
must satisfy departmental requirements in 
German and one of French, Italian or Latin be- 
fore graduation. The Ph.D. requires an addi- 
tional year of course work beyond the M.A., 
followed by a major field examination. A third 
language must be offered beyond those required 
for the M.A. This third language will normally 
be determined by the requirements of the major 
field of study. The thesis is defended at a final 
oral examination. 


COMPOSITION

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form of an extended work for orchestra. A final 
oral examination covers the thesis as well as 
general knowledge of music literature and his- 
tory. The Mus.Doc. requires an additional year 
of course work (three courses) beyond the 
Mus.M. This is followed by a series of three 
written examinations in (1) harmony and coun- 
terpoint, (2) analysis and (3) music theory. The 
candidate must also prepare and present a full 
program of her/his works before proceeding to 
the thesis. The latter is to be a work of substan- 
tial proportions which must be defended at a 
final oral examination. 


PERFORMANCE 


This one-year M.Mus. program emphasizes solo 
performance, and is open to singers and to per- 
formers on instruments with a substantial solo 
repertory. Courses are offered in performance 
practices and music literature, in addition to 
private study with staff members of the Faculty 
of Music. This program requires two full 
courses, two recitals and a final oral examination 
in music literature, with special emphasis on the 
major performing medium. Completion of all 
requirements for the degree normally takes 12 
months (September to September). Students are 
encouraged, though not required, to participate 
in Faculty of Music ensembles. These include 
various chamber ensembles, an early music 
group and a stage band, as well as the Concert 
Choir, Symphony Orchestra, Wind Ensemble 
and Concert Band. 


MUSIC EDUCATION 


Methods and philosophies of music education 
are stressed in this one-year M.Mus. program, 
which is offered both to full-time and to part- 
time students. Four full courses are required, at 
least one of which must be in the history and 
literature of music. (While not required, a thesis 
may be substituted for one full course.) Upon 
completion of the course work, candidates take a 
comprehensive written examination in music 
education and an oral examination in music lit- 
erature. 
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The Edward Johnson Music Building is located 
in the heart of Toronto, a city of over 2,000,000 
people with a full-time symphony orchestra, an 
opera company and a ballet company. The city 
also offers a full season of chamber music, in- 
cluding concerts by the University’s resident 
Orford String Quartet, the Toronto Consort and 
the New Music Concerts. Toronto’s ethnic di- 
versity enriches the city’s musical life with a 
variety of opportunities to hear non-Western 
and folk music. 

The larger of the two concert halls in the Ed- 
ward Johnson Building, the MacMillan Theatre 
is the scene of concerts by the Faculty’s major 
ensembles as well as productions by the Opera 
Division. Walter Hall accommodates a full 
schedule of recital and chamber music concerts, 
and houses a Casavant tracker organ. 

The music library, located in the Edward 
Johnson Building, maintains a collection of 
85,000 scores, periodicals, and books; 5,000 mi- 
croform items; 55,000 discs; and 2,000 tapes. In 
addition, there is a Rare Book Room containing 
1,000 items. The main university library system 
contains 2,700,000 books and_ periodicals, 
1,000,000 microform items and 8,600 manu- 
scripts. The principal locations for this collection 
are Robarts Library and the Thomas Fischer Rare 
Book Library, which houses a valuable collec- 
tion of rare opera libretti. 

The University of Toronto Electronic Music 
Studio is a teaching, “working” and research 
facility. It was one of the earliest studies estab- 
lished anywhere, and remains one of the major 
facilities in North America. The Electronic 
Music Studio is affiliated with the Computer 
Research Group of the University of Toronto.

ADMISSION 


A four-year Bachelor’s degree in music with a B 
standing is required for entrance into all Mas- 
ter’s programs. Up to a year of prerequisite 
study may be prescribed for students who need 
to complete subjects which are a normal part of 
the undergraduate program at the University of 
Toronto. (The Calendar of the Faculty of Music, 
available upon request, should be consulted for 
the contents of the various undergraduate con- 
centrations.)

In addition, applicants to the M.Mus. in com- 
position must submit samples of their creative 
work, and applicants in performance must pre- 
sent themselves for an audition. (Those residing 
more than 500 miles from Toronto may submit a 
tape.) Applicants to the M.A. and to the M.Mus. 
in music education must submit at least one 
sample of their written work. 

Entry to the Ph.D. program requires an M.A. 
in musicology or its equivalent. Applicants must 


also submit an extended essay demonstrating 
their ability to do advanced research. 

For the Mus.Doc. a Master’s degree in compo- 
sition is required, and applicants must submit a 
varied sample of works in extended forms. 


FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 


The major forms of assistance available to full- 
time students in a regular program of graduate 
studies are as follows: 

University of Toronto Fellowships. All candidates 
are automatically considered, provided the offi- 
cial admission application is filed by FEB- 
RUARY 1, and is accompanied by the official 
transcripts and 2 reference letters which are re- 
quired for admission purposes. 

Teaching Assistantships. A number of teaching 
assistantships are available in music history, 
theory and electronic music. Send particulars 
along with Supplementary Information Form to 
the Graduate Department of Music. No deadline 
(appointments are announced in September). 
Government Grants. These are available primar- 
ily to Canadian citizens and landed immigrants, 
but also on a limited basis to foreign students 
who enter Canada on a student visa. Deadlines 
are normally in mid-November.
